Some 
half a dozen of them ‘were arrested last 
night by the Louza Police and brought up 
at the Mixed Court, by Inspector, Wilson, 
where they were sentenced to five days’ 
imprisonment this inorning. 

‘This afternoun about 500 wheolbarrow 
men crossed over the Yang-king-pang and 
assembled in a body oppasite the Shanghai 
Club, where, stretched across the road, 
they at once blocked all trallic, pedestrian 
and vehicular. “This state of things did not 
lust long as Constable Laurison (« Scandi- 
nayinn), who waa on duty, at once ordered 
the men to disperse. This they were not 
iuwlined vo du, ant accordingly the constable 
caught huld of one or two of the most rowdy 
and began to push them along, using his 
baton as a persuader. finmediately he was 
set upon and knocked down by the mob, 
which by this time was reinforced by a 
great number of coolies and other native 
onlookers. The constable was soon over- 
powered and the dread yell of ‘Za/ Fa!’ 
rose above his cries for assistance. Bamboos 
and ropes. were uscd wiih unmerciful 
energy and the outlook became very serious 
for the policeman. All this was the work 
of an instant, About 29 or 30 members of 
the Shanghai Club sallied out, armed with 
no other weapons than those of Nature's 

roviding, and started to kick and 
hammer the crowd and to rescue the 
policoman from his perilous situation, which 
they happily succeeded in doing, but not 
without the cost of skinned knuckles, barked 
shins and other sundry abrasions, remedies 
fer which—for internal application only— 
were fortunately kejft\at the Club, ‘The 
policoman’s helmet wasstolen, and his baton 
wrenched frum his hands, He was very 
roaghly handled, and but for the timely 
assistance from tho Club, his injuries might 
have terminated fatally. . 

Before the mob set’ upon him tha con- 
stable telephoned to ths Central Police Sta- 
tion for assistance, as the native constables 
were unable todeal with the meb. As- 
sistance duly arrived when the fight was 
over; and Uhief Inspector Howard and 
Inspector Matheson came up with a strong 
body of native police, but their—segvices 
wore not then required, for the men had all 
cleared off. si 

Great praiso is due to Laurison for the 
way he endeavoured to carry out his duty 
against overwhelming odds and to nip in 
the bud what looked at one time 
very much like a serious rising. 

It appears that the men went to the Taotai 
this morning and complained about the 
action of the Council in increasing the tax 
heelbarrows, but they spparently

received no satisfaction ‘from that official. 
Thoy wandered about the French Settle- 
ment in gangs, grumbling and gawieslating, 
but otherwise deing no hann.

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In such staple Cottons as ‘Grey and 
White Shirtings, though the year's tigures 
aro high, they have often been ex- 
ceeded when sterling exchange was more 
favourable to importers ; but in American 
Drills, English and American -Shcetings, 
Chintzes, Cotton Lastings, Handkorchiefs, 
and ‘Towels the importations are remark- 
able and have never before been equalled. 
Unfortunately for importers, the strong 
demand’ at the beginning of the year was 
not maintained: and pructically ceased, 
owing to the stringency of the money 
market, when ‘interest stood at nearly 
20 per cent. Tho ports were- decidedly 
overstocked, consequent upom the large 
profits of the early part of the year and 
unrealised anticipationa of further do- 
velopment after the war. ‘The unuaual- 
ly heavy consignments of American 
Drills, Shectings, and Cotton Flannels,is 
explained by the yerylow prices at which 
the Atnérican mills wero obliged to sell 
during the summor months, in consequence 
of the” badness of domestic trade, With 
regnrd to tho large importation of English 
Sheetings it sooms that stocks at the end of 
1885 were light, while toa. much was 
expected from the reopening of the New- 
chwang market aftor the Japanese evacuat- 
ed the port at the close of the war. Tho 
business in Fancy -Cottons continues to 
expand, but is likewise overdone ; and in 
Towels and Handkerchiofs there appeara to 
have been s great local development, in- 
asmuch as of the 1,126,000 dozens of Hand- 
kerchicfa shown in the Returns, over a 
million dozena are credited to Shanghai. 
India Yarn, which in 1889 aggregated 
but 628,000 - piculs, reached — the 
enormous quantity of 1,461,000. piculs, 
being 400,000 picula moro than in 1895, 
while Japanese spinnings rose during the 
twelvemonth from 19,000 picula to over 
100,000 piculs—facta which certainly augur 
well for the success of the mills in China 
(to which roference was made in last Re- 
ort) now turning Chinese Cotton into 
arn. The trade in Woollens remaing sin- 
gularly inexpansive, though during the 
year there has been an improved demand 
for most varieties, but: particularly for 
Italian Cloth, which advanced from 63,000 
pieces imported in 1895 to 161,000 pieces 
during 1895, these goods contributing cons 
siderably to swell the increased value in 
Woollens of over Hk, Tis, 1,640,000as com- 
pared with the Raturnsof the preceding year. 
There was s better inquiry for nearly all 
kinds of Metals, especially Nail-rod 5 ae 
Mild Steel, and Old Eron, the importation 
vf which doubles the figures of 1803. 
items in Sundries of Western origin which 
attract attention are Candles, Cigars and 
Cigarettes, Clocks and Watches, Dyes 
Flour (of which a third goes to Canton), 
Glass, Morphia, Needles, Kerosene Vil, and 
Soap ; while in atticles of Asiatic origin in 
which thoro has been a marked increase the 
most noteworthy are Coal, Raw Cotton, 
Ginseng, Matches (Japanese), Sandalwood, 
and Sugar. heencey,

The shipments from Ohina in 1896, as 
compared with those in 1895, show 
a decline of 12 million ;,taels, and 
the estimated Duty paid thoreon a'reduction 
of Hk. T'ls. 670,000, the doficit’ being ac. 
counted for by. the loss of the trade of the 
ceded island of Formosa and marked 
decreased export ‘of staples, such as Tea, 
Silk,. and Cotton. Enhanced prices and 
local demand checked shipments of Raw 
Cotton to-Japan, which fell from 896,000, 
piculs in 1890 to 418,000 piculs during. the 
year under notice, Of Yellow and White 
Silk the export receded by 22,626 piculs, 

resenting a value of over Hk. Tis, 
6,200,000 ; Cocoons dropped from 24,000 to 
17,845 piculs, or. 6,216 plculs, equal in 
value to Hk. Tis, 224,000; followed by 
Silk Piecé goods, which oxhibited « diminu- 
‘tion -of 2,241 pious, representing &. value 
of. Hk. Ths. 1,777,000. The’ striking 
decrease of 211,500 piculs. in the 
export of Black’ Tes is accounted for: 

the disappearance in the Re- 
turns of the Formosan shipments, added 
to the diminishsd production throughout 
.China both in Black and Green Tes, the 
latter also. having declined by 27,200 
iculs, In Brick and Tablet Tea, mostly 
for tho Asistic Russian markot, there was 
an expansion of 85,500 pievla and 420 
plouls respectively, arid trade in this divi 
sion iseald to have been naccodipay nme 
munerativa, wheresy inthe ose of Black 
Tes competition with British grown Teas 
in ‘the. English markets renders profita 
ry. meagra, and in the Green Tea 
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According. to the statement of a com. 
pétent authority, the enormous falling off 
in China's staple export, Raw Silk, 
amounting to no less than 22,200 piculs, 
is ascribable to the following causus. 
During the season 1895-96 there was an 
enormous production of Silk everywhere, 
especially in China and Japan, and the con- 
sumption abroad being very active produ- 
cers were able to sell part of their Silk at 
the beginning of the season at highly 
ramunerative prices, leading them to 
belivvo that they could command - the 
position oven with! tho largo stocks held, 
which they could finance without difkculty 
as intorest was very low. But consumers 
at home, soeing such large stocks in the East, 
grew apprehensive and bought merely to 
supply immediate demands, Further- 
more, American buyara ceased operating 
altogether about a year before the Presiden- 
tial election, and this action was felt most 
koonly in Japan, as woll og in Shanghai, 
where a rogular craze sot in for building 
filatures and spinning Silk for the Aineri- 
can market, Season 1896-97 opened with 
large stocks ; the orop in Italy was good, 
prices of Oocoons cheap, while in Canton 
the yield was large, and reslors in both 
countries showe' themselves — willin; 
sellers. On thé other hand, the loca 
grop turned, out tc betbad and the dealers 
in the interior, guided by their speculative 
instinct, imagined they could organise o 
corner in Steam Filature Silk by buying up 
all the available: Cocoons at any price, in 
order to forca the filatures to purchoss 
them at a profit. In this they did not suo- 
ceed, as the filatures were utterly un- 
able to coll their Silk, owing to. the 
absence of demand from America; a 
larga stock gf Cocoons was thus thrown: 
on the market—and could not be moved 
except at a loss of about 60. per cent, 
in valuo—which otherwise would have been 
reeled into Silk and found its way into con- 
aumption. The Chinese triedthesametactica 
with ordinary Silk, and forced prices up as 
soon as the market opened, in which 
scheme they woro more successful, becausa 
it happened that certain houses. had sold 
Silk at home uncovered, apeculating on a 
good crop ; thus they wera afterwards com- 
pelled to cover themeclves at the price the 
Chinese managed to enforce. - The demand 
for China Silk -has all-along remained ver: 
moderate, the supply being greatly reduce: 
owing to the quantity of Cocoons not con+ 
verted into Silk; and it is anticipated 
the season will close with very small stocks, 
Of northern Filature Silk it is reckoned 
there will be a atock of 5,000 to 6,000 bales 
and-a large supply of Cocoons, unlass there 
is an important revival in demand in Amé- 
Tica. yield of Yellow Silk was very 
short, ore partly to the failure of the 
érop in the Shantumg province and to the 
dearness of cash in Szechwan and Hupeh, 
which prevented Silk being brought down 
excepting st excessive rates. The sale of 
this crop was confined to India and Egypt, 
as Continental consumors could not pay the 
high prices asked for such cominon 
Silk. 0. supply af Wild . Silk~has 
also been, reduced, the province of 
Manchuria atill suffering from the effects of 
the destruction of trees ‘and property| 
during, the war, Waste Sil in: general 
was held at figures which put them al- 
together out of the market in comparison 
with priced. ruling in Italy and France for 
the: same articls; hence this branch ‘of 
business, in sympathy with the home trade, 
has been exceptionallyfbad. Cocoots were 
exported to Italy in small quantities 
early in the season, and the Japanese 
took all the double Cocoons they could 
et, there being but a small’ demand 
or pierced Cocoons.

British interests in various parts of the 
world where they huve hitherto been para- 
mount. Culomlo, as being an important 
conling station on theroute to India, China, 
and Australia, is likely tu have the parti 
enlar attention of the Home Government, 
and whother the proposed money is to be 
apent on the construction of an additional 
battery on the site of St. Thomas’ Church, 
ar merely in building additional barracks

THE CHINA MAIL.-_ 


THE POWERS AND CHINA. ~ 
THE BURMA-S1ASI-CHINA WAILWAY, 


The following resplution was to be pro- 
posed at theannuul moet ing of the Leeds As- 
gociated Chambers of Commerce. last 
month:—-.  — 

“That in view of the facilities recently 
ranted to Russi by the Government of 
‘hina for the construction of a railway 
through tho north-eastern part of ifs 
dominions, which it ia the intention of that 
Government tv connect with the present 
and future rilway system of Nortacrn 


and Central China; and in view of the 
prolongation of French ruilway from ‘Ton- 
«uin into the southern provinces of China, 
sanctioned by a Franco-Chinese Convention 
and now boing carried into execation > this 
meeting respectiully-urges the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs to tako the neces- 
sary steps for obtaining like privileges for 
railways lending from eur Burmess posses- 
sions to or towards the Chinese frontier, 
and for securing to this country conform: 
ably with the Anglo-French Agroement of 
Jan. 15, 1808, equal participation in the 
othor special privileges granted to Frunce 
in respect of the Chinese Provinces of 
Yunnan and Szechuen by her Conventions 
withChina, And that this meeting respoct- 
fully urges the Secretary of State for India 
to impress upon the Government of India 
the importance of a speedy execution of the 
surveys and estimates of such portions of 
the, projected Burma-Siam-China Railway 
as lie within our dominions. 

‘This mecting would further urge her 
Majesty's Government to approach the 
Government of the King of Sistn with the 
view of that Government taking in hand at 
an early dato and rapidly completing the 
surveys and estimates for the construction 
of the Siamese section of this important 
line, .This meeting is of opinion that such 
action is necessary in order to place tis.on 
equal footing in China with ussia and 
with France. : 

‘The executive of the association is there- 
foro requested to place the views of this 
association-hefore her Majesty's Govern- 
ment by memorial.” : 

Tho following resolution was to be pro- 
nosed nt the Birmingham Chamber :— 

“That in view of the reported concessions 
on the part of China to the Russian Go- 
yernment as to projected railways and 
trade in Manchuria, and the admitted ad- 
vantayes Russia must obtain as guarantor 
of the recent Chinese lvans, this association 
urges ypon hor Majesty's Guvernment the 
‘importance of obtaining concessions for 
railways and conunerce.connocting Yunnan 
und the provinces of Central Chins with 
the castern frontier of Burma‘as a means 
for the expansion of Anglo-China trade. 

“That thin resolution be forwarded to 
the Marquess of Salisbury, her Majesty's 
principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs.’ :

4 RUSSIAN BATH. 


Tho following description of his expe- 
riences in » Russian Bath, in Moscow, is 
given by Mr J. Dill Ross who is contribut- 
ing a sories of articles to the Singapore Free 
Press, entitled ‘From Moscow to Vladi- 
vastok' :-— : 

The Russian Bath is a celebrated institu- 
tion, of which there aro a few feeble imita- 
tions in England. The most luxurious lathe 
in Russia, or anywhere else so far as my 
experience goes, are to he found in Moscow. 
They are built on the usual magnificent 
scale, and instead of there being three or 
four hot rooms and a ‘ plunge’ for ‘every- 
body, ax is the case in the best Turkish 
baths in London, the bather in Moscow has 
a beautiful suite of rooms «li to_ himself— 
and fnend, if friend there be. , In Moscow 
I used to give three roubles for my rooms, 
and by the time the soap, linen, and bunsl- 
chik wore paid for, this mounted up to five 
roubles or close on ten shillings, that is 
to say about double whata Turkish Bath 
costs in Northumberland Avenue, ‘tips.’ 
included. In Moscow, however, the 
bather is ushered into a fine big 
room luxuriously furnished with carpets, 
‘pictures, sofss, divans and what not, and 
this for the time being is his own private 
rooin in which he disrobes, and in which 
hereposes himself after the fatigues of his 
ath. Opening out of thisis another room, 
all of shining marblo’ and bright brass, 
fitted up with sprays, douches and all sorta 
of similar contrivanees, e large part of the 
floor space being taken up by marble 
plunge bath. A third chamber is vaulted, 
and on one side is built up in broad shallow 
stairs, so that the bather may recline near 
tho top of tha vault, whero the steam is tho 
most dense, or lower down ifhe finds it too 
hot for him ; a tremendous 1ed-hot porcee 
Jain stove is a conspicuous object in . this 
vaulted room, which somehow or other 
recalls a torture chamber.” 

Arriving from a long railway journey 
tired and grubby, I demanded a-bath and 
was taken round to ono of the best 
establishments in Moseow. My bathman 
or banstehik was a bull-doggy, pugilistic 
sort of character to look at, albeit he was 
not without a cortain urbapity of manner 


withal, which ‘waa distinctly ro-assuring. 
I was Jed into the luxurious apartnient al- 
ready described, and in due course into 
the shining, marbie room with the bright 
brass fittings, whore tho douches, sprays 
and ‘plunge’ wore of great refreshment. 

I was then taken into the vaulted cham- 
ber, where my troubles began. The bensé- 
chik hoving covered a wooden table witha 


| layer of sweet, green rushes, laid me out 


on it and got to his work. I soon disappear- 
ed under a fonin of soa) removed by se- 
veral pailsful of almost boiling water, then 
the . massage business set in, consisting 
largely of thumps, slaps and blows of every 
description, put in with surprising -yigour ; 
I now wanted to go homo, but the man 
wouldn't let me. Ho then pulled open an 
iron door in the porcelain stove, which was 
glowing hot, and throw in u pail of water 
with tho result of sending out s monstrous 
cloud of steam through a big pipe, until I 
began to gasp for air. More water was 
thrown in, the steam clouds began to roll 
sound mip thicker and thicker, the vaulted 
roof disappea: everything grew dint, and 
L really thought I should fant for the first 
time in my life, whon my faithful banstchik 
tured up with a little novelty. which soon 
stopped that kind of nonsense. Ho had in 
hia band what Idoked- alarmingly. like a fab 
birch rod with 9 fow bude and leayea on it, 
This he began to rub gently over my heated 
skin and asthe leavesand buds were crushed 
they emitted a most agrovablo. fragrance. 
‘This was not so bad, but it did not last Jong,

LI HUNG CHANG'’S VISIT TO 
EUROPE. 

In tho House of Commons on Feb. 29, 
on the Supplementary Extimate of £23,670 
for the Di omiatie and Consular Services; 
Sir C. Dilke said ho should not attempt 
to debate questions of poliey, but some 
portion of the Vote related to the reception 
of Li Hung-chang, whocame to this country 
last year in a capacity that was somewhat 
undefined. There was an impression that 
hia .visit wan Likely to have some influence 
which would he beneficiai to this country 
in thoir dealings with China and questions 
of the China trade. He believed that 
impression had proved to be ontirely 
erroneous. He desired to know whethor 
on tho Foroign Office Vote any atatement 
would be made with regard to the Govern. 
ment’k policy in conneetion with recent 
treaties and negotiations in China. The 
prestige of this country in that part of the 
world hnd apparently received 4 considerable 
blow, and he thought an opportunity should 
be atfordéd of debating that question, and 
questions connected with the present posi- 
tion of Korea and other mattars. 

Mr Curzon said thut on tho point rogard- 
ing Li Hungehang raised by the right hon. 
Baronet it was, perhaps, fair to explain 
that i¢ was not correct to say that he ocupi- 
ed an undefined position when ho visited 
this country. He came here as 9 Special 
Envoy with special letters of eredence from 
the Emperor of China to the Quoen, and 
whntever may havy been the impression 
entertained in some quarters as to the he- 
nefits which might accrue to our trade in 
China from his visit, he did come for the 
purpose of laying specific proposals before 

er Majesty’s Government. The right 
hon. Baronct asked whether an opportun- 
ity would not be given ato later stage, 

erhaps on the Forcign Office Voto, of 
hearing something ay to the Government's 
policy in the Far Fast. Ho thought that was 
a most reasonable demand, and he did not 
think the Secretary of State would have any 
othor desire whatever than to comply with 
it. ¥£ no other opportunity occurred in 
the course of the next few weeks, the hon. 
member for the Ecclessall Division of 
Shefticld had gotu motion down at an carly 


Government in that part of the world. 
But if that opportunity did not: occur, ho 
id not think there would be any objection 
whatever to a statement being made, when 
the Foreign Office Vote came'on, as to 
what was going on in that part of the 
world, and what were the views of the 
Government. The proposals made by Li 
Hung-chang were merely trading proposals. 
Mr Labouchere thought they should havo 
had a Bluebook upon this question. Vague 
statements which appearéd in tho nows- 
papers were nob sufficient, and as the ques- 
tion was urgent ot the present moment 
thoy ought to have adequate information.
